with the quality of 


the material. 
It baa 
not been first- 


class for years, and the careful observ- 
er cannot but have 
noticed 
that it is 


becoming more common year by year 
?that 
as 
tho quantity 
increases, 
In 


proportionate ratio so does the quality 
decrease. 
This is not because 
there 


are not as many 
good and able men 


now as at any time during the exist- 
ence ofour Republic, but it is because 
they are reluctant 
to become candi- 


dates for office. 
It is worth the while 


of the people 
to consider 
this condi- 


tion of affairs?this 
seeming political 


auomaly?and 
if possible ascertain 
its 


cause 
and determine on the means for 


its removal. 
To our mind, the cause 


may 
be summed 
up in these 
words: 


Except in the fewest of cases, 
no gen- 


tleman can 
become 
a candidate for 


public office, without losing, to a cer- 
tain extent, his self-respect. 
This is a 


harsh thing to say of a country and

servants are supposed 
to be chosen by 


a direct vote of the people. 
But we 


do not assert 
that the candidate

humiliated by those whose votes elect 
him to office. 
Every candidate 
is not 


a CoRiOLANtrg who says 
of his con- 


stituents:

rotten fens; whose loves I prize as the 
dead 
carcases 
of unburied men;'.' nor 


are the people responsible 
for the re- 


tiracy of worthy and capable 
material 


and 
the 
thrusting 
forward 
of the 


common 
article. 
Party 
and party 


mendacity; 
party power 
and 
party 


prostitution, 
is the 
ghost 
that has 


driven men of pride aud self-respect 
from the political arena. 
To become 


a candidate for office now-a-days 
is to 


become the equal and associate 
of the 


Ward politician and professed 
politi- 


cal 
bummer; 
to draw 
upon 
your 


head 
the personal 
attacks 
and to set 


yourself up as the object of the false 
and malicious charges of party organs. 
You must be a party 
to dishonorable 


combinations 
and submit to the bar- 


gain aud sale 
programme; 
for your 


only hope of success 
is through a pa- 


tient submission to the manipulations 
of tbe principleless 
jugglers who stock 


the cards 
with which the people sup- 


pose a fair game can be played. 
Hon- 


orable men are ash amed ofthe company 
they are forced into during the cam- 
paign; they are ashamed 
of the acts 


they a»? forget! to commit wiilltfruri' 
Itiiug fof ofncti;

HoW is tiUs to 


be remedied 
? 
How are 
We to free 


ourselves

Is In the hands 


of the people. 
Will they apply tt? 


Party riugs, old coteries 
and 
nomin- 


ating cliques must 
be broken 
up or 


disregarded 
and candidates 
must 
be 


selected and elected 
hy the people, 
In 


fact as well as in name. 
Party orerans 


rnuit 
be taught Jlhat to calumniate, 


tradtiee and vltlrfya worthy and 
effi- 


cient candidate 
is to receive 
that re- 


buke which comes with his approval 
and election. 
The people can 
teach 


these 
lessons, 
and 
in teaching 
them 


they will purify the political atmos- 
phere, remove from sight 
almost 
en- 


tirely the worthless timber and bring 
forward material 
which will not dis- 


grace them and of which they will not 
have occasion to be ashamed. 
Politics 


is rapidly 
degenerating 
into a dirty-

Fiction?Its 
Fruits. 


For a quarter 
of a ceiKury or more 


the literary world has 
been 
flooded 


with an endless succession 
of works of 


romance 
aud 
fiction. 
To deny that a 


great 
majority 
of these 
works are 


worthless 
and 
that 
they 
involve a 


taint that 
is dangerous 
to the moral 


culture of the rising generation 
is sira- 


ply impossible. 
And notwithstanding 


the untiring efforts of the mora! world 
to check its progress, 
the stream still 


rolls on, carrying with itthe delighted 
multitudeon its smooth and attractive 
surface. 
We acknowledge that for the 


clearest 
elucidations 
of truth in the 


world we are mainly indebted to fic- 
tion. 
But like all other 
blessings 


granted us by a benificent Providence, 
ithas been greatly abused, 
and in lieu 


of being used 
as a vehicle 
to convey 


ideas of truth in the clearest 
and most 


forcible 
manner, 
it has been 
moved 


out of its channel 
by a class of imag- 


inative authors 
and used for the silly 


purpose of amusing 
the imagination, 


rather than imparting any permanent 
benefit to the understanding. 
The lit- 


erature of all ages bear evidence of the 
high estimate 
that past generations 


placed 
upon fictitious narrative as a 


means of instruction. 
Some remark- 


able instances 
of this character 
have 


come down bo us from a remote period 
of antiquity, 
such 
as ..Esop's 
Fables, 


the Grecian 
histories, 
and the Bible, 


which Is altogether remarkable 
for its 


full complement; 
of this 
mode of in- 


struction. 
Indeed, 
it is pre-eminent 


above all other 
books 
for containing 


examples 
of 
the 
sublimest 
lessons 


taught by allegory or parable. 
With 


such illustrious examples,coupled 
with 


the fact that the human mind receives 
and retains 
lessons 
taught 
through 


symbols 
more 
than 
by 
any 
other 


mode, modern writers have taken 
ad- 


vantage of the fact, and rushed 
into 


the field of imagination, and brought 
forth cargoes offiction without regard 
to auy symbolic 
standard, 
and with 


no higher object 
than 
to amuse 
the 


imagination or please the fancy. 
Ex- 


travagant romance is all that 
can be 


said of them. 
The iufluence 
of such 


fiction 
upon society is visible every- 


where and sadly deplorable. 
As soon 


as the youthful minds are crammed 
with ideas of extravagant fiction their 
character 
assumes 
an unreal or artifi- 


cial 
aspect. 
Then 
they 
no 
longer 


comprehend 
that 
"Life is earnest, 


life is real." 
The solid realities of life 


become 
stale, and all its charms 
are 


gone. 
An ideal character now haunts 


the mind of the maiden, and 
her fu- 


ture beau must come up to her idea of 
romantic 
perfectiou, 
with au ample 


supply of means for style and elegance 
with such ideas. 
She pines away into 


the sighing land of old maidenhood. 
The young man who quaffs 
from the 


same corrupting 
stream 
is either 
in 


search 
of a Venus, 
or 
he 
feejs 
his 


poverty keenly, and 
says, 
"It would 


be an unpardonable 
crime to ask one 


of these 
angels to share 
my poverty 


and 
sorrows. 
Besides, 
the artificial 


society of this age 
demands 
a style 


which I cannot 
afford. 
I'll wait till 


fortune 
places 
me in condition 
not 


only to live up to Ihe demands 
of so- 


ciety, but to exceed 
the luxuries of 


my neighbors." 
These two classes 
of 


unhappy human 
beings, 
from whom 


the world can never be benefitted, are 
rapidly 
on the increase. 
It is true 


our old maiden aunts or bachelor 
un- 


cles are sometimes 
objects 
of interest 


to relatives, 
especially 
if they have 


money, yet we are inclined 
to the be- 


lief that they are 
a disadvantage 
to 


society. 
They are 
generally the liv- 


ing 
embodiment 
of 
a 
fictitious 


or 
artificial 
existence, 
and 
the 


greatest 
caterers 
we 
have 
to fash- 


ion and 
style. 
It is not for us to 


determine 
which 
of 
these 
two 


classes are most in fault. 
One thing 


is evident; they am both prodigiously 
deficient in solidity of character; 
or, 


as our fathers would have said, "They 
lack common sense." 
They are alto- 


gether artificial beings, and 
made 
so 


by the artificial literature of the age. 
Abstractly 
considered, 
the 
single 


blessedness 
of the two classes 
do not 


retard the world a great deal. 
But the 


same 
cause 
which 
is 
multiplying 


these classes is heaping 
burdens 
upon 


mankind that are unbearable. 
It is 


cultivating a love for fashionable 
or 


artificial life; fillingthe minds of tbe 
young with the idea that 
they must 


be loaded down with costly trappings 
in order to appear 
decent in «ociety. 


It is this foolish expenditure of means 
to make their children 
appear 
artifi- 


cial 
that 
causes 
the 
gray - headed 


fathers 
and 
mothers 
of the land to 


work their lives away and even mort- 


gage
